The materials UBud liy tho 
native niaiiufacturcra or distillers are mo- 
lasses and sugar cliielly. They can always 
bo got, and, with a little ginger for llayor- 
ing, arc all that are re(iiiireil 
to produce genuine liii;h jiroof tire- 
water. When llie tradeis siiriiiiao that 
the sweet goods lire to be traiislerred into 
liipiids, they often refuse to sell; then the 
children come trooping in, and, in two-bit 
parcels, soon secure enough tiigar to make 
np a mash. At I'ort I'.llice, not long ago, 
seven stills were discovered in n]ierati.iii 
under tho very nose of the representative of 
law and autliority. 

Asked in regard to the alh'ged overchorg- 
ing all along the Yukon by the Alaska 
Commeroial Co., Mr. Calbreath says that 
niiieh of tho complaint ia JustiBed by the 
facts. The company are not charging more 
ih.ui they have in past years, but instead 
of giving value received, fresh aial 
useful stock, they are palming olT 
on their customers perforce, old s'ores 
and moth eaten materials that they Ij.ive 
picliod np for u mere song and could uiilo.id 
nowhere else.

Making Men Urluk by Law— The Cure, Pro- 
hittlilon. 

Mr. 1". S. Spruce, .Secretary of the I).)- 
niiuion .■\llianci', had a g md ,nuliiiiice in the 
TiinperaiKe Hall last niglif to hear his 
lie' lit on Total I'lohibuiuu. He was in- 
troduced hy Dr. Louis Ifall as one of Can- 
aiLi's ablcs-t temper. nice workers, and was 
listened to willi 111 irked attention, and tinu 
his arguineiila were telling was testilied to 
by the plaudits with wiiicli some of the 
hapuiest hits were r.fc.'ived. .Mr. S|)ence 
started out with the asserlioii that liewduld 
address a few busines.s facLi to inisineas men 
ill a business way. He oeeiipicd tho plat- 
form, but he would noi object to f:ive place to 
any one who might dilVer with liliii, for the 
iniip >se of having the i|ue-ition of tobil pro- 
hiliitiDii fairly deliated and lliorouglily 
threslied out. What he was there to advo- 
cate was total abdlineiice for llie individual 
and total prohibition for the coiiiinuiiily. 
Kvbry one was obliged to admit that intein- 
peraiice was a curse, and that it must be 
dealt with by moral suasion. The liiiuor 
trudic was a curse in Victoria as it was 
elsewhere. Even the liquor dealers them- 
selves were obliged to acimit the fact. Some 
peo]jle were found to say that you cannot 
make people sober by legiolation. They had as 
nuicti rigiit to claim the protection of the 
law against the druiikjrd as they hud to 
chtiiii its protection aitainst the thief. If 
the law conid not do this it was 
worthhss and a humbug. Thiy 
coiihl iniike a n'an drunk by .'\cl of I'.irlia- 
iiuiit ; tliat was what they were doing. If 
men were made drunkard, liy .-VcL of I'.ir- 
ham. 'lit, by -Act of I'at liaiiu-m the evil 
hhoiiid he reinov(id. liy Act. of I'lirliaiii nt 
a man was mai'.e drunk, by .Xct of I'ailia- 
iiieiil he WHS arrei-trd, by .•\eL of Parliament 
he was iiiipi isoin d, and by Acl of I'.irlia- 
nieiit he cmild be cured. Tliei e v/ero vari- 
ous remediis .Mig^csteil, linl this was the 
one.

W hich w,is worse, he n:-ked, t lie iii.iii who 
robbed hia fellow of his iiKiiicy. or tlie man 
who took the money anil supplied drink to 
him — drink which would ruin him hitli 
body and soul. .Ask tlie poor woiii in who 
tremblingly awaits the ri turn of her iiilnxi- 
calcd huahaiid whether she would rather 
see him return sober without a cent in his 
pocket, or drunk. iSomo people euggested 
that tho temperaniw cause was the 
work of tho church. No doubt 
tho ohuroh couhl do much, but there 
were thousands that tho ohuruh could never 
reach — people who could alone be legis- 
lated into sobriety. The deadliest foe re- 
ligion bad to deal with was the demon 
drink. Bum and religion could not imct 
in the B.nne temple. Tlio true spirit, of pro 
liibitinn was to be found in tho words, 
"Lead us nol iii'o tempi ation." They had 
no right to place ti iiiplation in the way of 
a man and |miiisli him because he fell into 
ir. Il had bi cii proposed to increase the 
duty on liquor so as to make it less avail- 
able, as the advocates of this process 
argued; but to increase virtue in this 
way was to promote vice^ — more money 
nieunt nioro vice. A ('lirialiaii 
commimily had no riiilit to deal 
in liipi'ir ; total jirohibition was 
the only safe coiirsii to luirsne. On the 
basis that there were 7') Hiiloiiiis in \'ictoria, 
with a population of 'J.'(,(JI)(I, he argued that 
2li,i)ij were iirohihitiouiMt.s. 'I'lie law saiil 
there shall only lie 75 sahmiiH, nnd the rest 
of the coiniminity were iliibaried from the 
right to soil. Tho law recognized the evil, 
othorwiso why should it limit the nuniher 
of licenses. Kurly closing and Sunday 
cloaing were good in their way, but in 
Toronto, where the saloons were eupjiosed 
to be closed from 7 o'clock on Saturday 
night till 7 o'clock on Monday rnorning, 
there was plenty of drink supplied during 
this interval,'! It would be the aaino here. 
Mr.' Speriiie'oonoluded by showing the loss 
which the liquor trade brought to o com- 
munity, and urged total prohibition as tho 
only efreotire'jneiuu of stanipinKout iotem- 
peranoel";, .

When tlio ship 
was cleared troni 1 wanted to take charge 
of boat, but was not allowed to. 1 was in 
charga of the In lin. I steered the boat 
c'.ear of the shi[:. 1 knew the ship was in 
danger, though the decks at this time were 
not UQiler water. Tlie spars were not cut 
away, but stiiidiug. The sails were niadij 
fast. The ship had sail on when she strii>:k 
When I saw the boat in tho water, and 
when I got into it, I didn't know that the 
men wore preparing to go ashore. I knew 
that everything was being got in readiness 
for abandoning ship. Bout kept crashing 
against side. When I got into boat there 
ti^as oiily one man in it. I didn't get in 
''\ilith intention leaving ship. Tho first mate 
had previously given me orders to look after 
boat. After boat left aide, wo couldn't hack 
if we had wanted to, because the painter 
Was broken. The men told mo this. There 
was one man in the bow attending to the 
painter all the time, for the purpose of eas- 
ing the boat and keeping her from breaking 
up against the ship's side, f didn't see the 
painter carried away. Could not say if it 
was cut. When the boat slewed oil' astern 
of tho ship she took a broad slieerand broke 
her quarter. 1 know that the men were 
ready to leave ship. When boat was 
launched one man was ordered into it to 
keep her from the ship, hut as soon as they 
began to luind down stores be could not do 
two things at ouc'->, so I asked for voluiiteeis 
to help to get provisions in. None would 
go, ao I got into boat myself. 'I'ho men 
didn't want to leave the deck.

Al 
the lin e I hi re was a heavy s( a. The ipiar- 
ter was broken ,;iid llie water w;is l U^^hii-g 
in. Tliere was s'Uiie dan.;er, but 1 \vas<pule 
willing to tak.' the risk of laying oil till 
morning. Didn't kiiou' at the time how far 
wc were fiom land. 'I'lu'ie was a 
thick mist. Wo made the land al daylight. 
Left the Miip at rJ:.".!! at night. Tlie liglit- 
house-keeper an I Ins son guided its to the 
the landing lielueiMi rojks, in t he niDrniag. 
Wo kept the boat's bead ca.sl all night, go- 
ing as easy as we could. Had to keep men 
-bailing out water all the time wo were in 
the boat. Didn't ace the ablp again after 
WO loft it. Had no idea where -she was. 
.y^e landed 26 miles from the vessel. Had 
.drifted during the night, before a bigS. E. 
'80a. On landing, the lighthouse keeper 
told u» where tho vessel ivas likely located. 
We had made out lighthouse light just be- 
fore daylight. I seDt a man and the son of 
lighthouse k'-epcr to the Indians to ask 
them to send help. At daybreak, oh Tues- 
day, I visited the wreck in a small boat 
with two of the crew— Stevens and John- 
iiin. We iiilnided to bring tho captain's 
wite and cliild oil' with us.

1 don't believe thai it would have been safi^ 
111 tiun l;aek when the eiplaiii sang out to 
iiH. I had two men haling water out of the 
hiiat all the time. 

Albert SKtvuiis : I was the lirst imiii in 
the boat. 1 heanl no (ualers giv en one way 
or the other, except in a general way. I 
didn't bear the painter break. I wa.s amid- 
ships at the time taking on water and oars, 
llcitin-e 1 got into the boat 1 mug cait to ilie 
lir.-.l male, "Who's going in the boat 'r" 
He said, " Aiiybodv." With that 1 jumped 
in. After we had pitched oil' I beard the 
captain sing out to us, and kiunv that he 
wanted the boat lo come alongsiile. I didn't 
think it \vaH safe to turn back, as our boat 
had been battered in and we were making 
water fast. I heard no bad language used 
about or by anybody in our boat. 

Frederick Wales: I was the third man to 
get into tho boat, I was in jusl after the 
second oflicer. 'I'lic lir-t ollieer told us lhal 
anybody might get in. We knew we were 
abandoning the ship. 1 heard the captain 
cry out after wo had got away, but I didn't 
believe it safe for us, in oar condition, to 
turn back. 

Angus Leitoh— I am the carpenter of the 
iiarali I scrambled down into the boat 
lust of all, on the way down I missed my 

footing and fell into tho bottom of tho boat. 

1 was stunned for some minutes, so cannot 
say how the painter parted or ■whether tho 
captain called out or not. Heforo 1 got 
into the boat 1 heard .Stevens sing out: 
"Are any more coming aboanl'.'" I con- 
sidered that it Wits a e.ise of life and death, 
and thought that somebody nuiat have 
given ordeis for us to go, so I jumped in. 
I looked upon it as my only chance. Knew 
who were left behind. I'.elieveii that the 
boat 1 got into was the best of ihc four. 

Thomas Franks — I was one of those left 
on board after men had ubaudoiied ship. I 
can corroborate all the ev idence of the cap- 
lain and mate. I think the men were far 
too hasty in acting in the way they did. 
They should have stayed aboar.l and as- 
sistid us. Then we could all have got olf 
ill safety much .sooner than we did. 

The evidence of young McLco I corrobor- 
ated that of the captain in every particular. 

At this stage the iii(|uiry. which was 
conducted on very broad lines, so aa to give 
the men every possible chance of clearing 
themselvea, was adjourned until 10:30 this 
morning. Some very material evidence 
still remains to be taken. 



TH£ GRBJBK CASE. 

Chief Justice Brsble's Comments on the Con- 
duct of tbe Prisoner. 

The Xowa-Advcrtiser thus reports the 
closing incidents in the trial of Samuel 
(jrccr, at Westminster assizes, on Saturday 

last : 

"The Chief Justice in his charge to the 

jury said this was an utterly nndefenJed 
case, there were only two points for the jury 
to decide : Ist, tlid tlreer commit an assault 
upon l)epnty-Sh.:rilV Arinslrong : and 'Jnd, 
dill he do actual bodily harm. On this in- 
dictment it did not matter about the intent, 
(ireer's child did not deny that her father 
fired the nun, although she did not ace him 
do it, and all the evidence for tbe Crown 
had shown that he did lire it. The jury re- 
tired at S. J.'> returning at ID. ,'!0 with the fol- 
lowing verdict: "We tind that T. .J. Arm- 
alrong received actual bodily harm from the 
accidental discharge of a gun in the hands 
of the prisoner, and recommend liiin lo the 
nu rcy of tbe Court." 

His lordship said lie could not accept this 
verdict; the jury must tind the prisoner 
either guilty or not guilty on the coniits of 
the indictment. The jury retired again, 
and at 1 1 ujO returned a verdict of guilty, 
according to the indictmenr, with u reeoiii- 
niendatioii to mercy. 'I'be juilgo asked the 
jury why they recommended the prisoner to 
mercy, and to this there waa no iinswer. 
His Lordship then told (ireer to stand 
up and asked him what he had to suy. Tho 
lirisoner answered that he was not guilty of 
liny intent to injure tho Deputy SheriiT. 
III.' waa told that tho jury had found other- 
v. ise, and tiial the Court Could Sentence 
him for lliree years, and that if he had been 
tried on the first count Sent to the grand 
jury, he would probably have jtot 13 years. 
His Lordship said further that the prisoner's 
elaiiii bad been subniilted to two coininit- 
tees of the Legislature and bad lieen dis- 
l anli.'d. The lloyal Commission appointed 
ill decide lliis claim had foiunl thai it was 
lias..'rl upon a fabric of ]iei jury ami fr.iiid. 
The pai t ii s 11 om wlioiii be lunehased the 
laml in tin; siiit,h,ulno iiioio right to it 
t han I be m.i.n ill the iiiof/ii.

The case of Captain Frank White, late of 

the steamer I'remier, for emliezzling S'i.'-i'MI 
from the C. 1'. N- Co., came up in tlie 
■court of assize to-day. Chas. Wilson and 
J. J. iilake appeared as counsel for \\ hite, 
and Smilli of Victoria prosecuted for the 
Crown, l'"ull evidence was taken und the 
case clearly proved. .\o witness was 
called for the defence. Mr. Wilson, m 
taking up his argument for the defence, 
held that it had not been proven that the 
defendant was a servant of the ('ompaiiy. 
Another (juDStion wa.s that of juristlietion. 
It was shown that the vessel was an Ameri- 
can vessel. Moaey was received at Van- 
couver, but the crime itself did not occur 
till the captain failed to pay over the 
money. As it was the custom to pay 
at sett, this would take it out of the juus 
diction of this country into the United 
States. 

His lordship held that the ollenco was 
coiiuiiitteil as soon as the money was put in 
the prismier'a pocket, as he was by his or- 
ders obliged to hand it over to the pui ter at 
once. iR.s lordship H.iid he would reserve 
Iheae two points. Mr. Wilson, continuing, 
said that ill the face of the evidence there 
could be 11(1 defi iice, and with the exception 
of the two points raisitil, he had nothing to 
pay lli« client would withdraw his pleu. 
At the eaiiic time he would call his lordship's 
attention to the fact of the prisoniu's peni- 
tence ami hoped that his client would not he 
seill to the penitentiary to herd with men 
who would have a tendency to still further 
drae him down. He trusted his lordship 
would deal with mercy in this case, and iiu- 
pose 118 liglit n. sentence as possible. 

His lordship said this was not an occasion 
for extreme punishment. The object of 
puniHhmeiit was -that it should have a de- 
terreul cireet. It was for the ]nirposo of 
keeping <itlierH from yielding to leniptation. 
It was also to gratify a natural sense of 
r reaentnient, which society demanded when 
any of its laws are broken. While justice 
.>rau»t he merciful, it must see that a man 
"who does wrong must not be pciniittcd to 
go scot free. The cxtrtmo penalty 
■was fourteen years in the penitentiary. He 
wastouclied with a letter sent l.y White 
to Capt. Irviug, and felt that the imin al- 
ready was punished in his own mind. In 
consideration of the fact that a man lil^e 
tlio prisoner would feelimpriBpnmerit herder 
tliaii a mero burglar, ho would sentence h{m 
to 21 nioiitlis in jail, wlthotit hard Bbor, 
and ho thought in this case it would meet 
the ends of justice (luito as well as a 
heavier Bi'ntciice. Tho lightness nf tho 
sentence tanned considerable surprise. 

The Crown announced its intention of 
laying over the case of Bun, charged with 
iiuinshniHhtcr, till next assizes. lie will bo 
allowed out on bail, in his own recognizance. 

Tliu ease of Dcvino and Wilkinson, for 
murder, wuH also laid over till next aasizuB.

The Vftnooaver Corporation made, in our 
opinion, the wisest disposal of the 
lepers who have Veen foisted on their city, 
lliat was possible under the circumstances. 
Tliere is room in the Victoria lazaretto for 
tlie uiitortunatea. 'I'licy will bo is latoil 
there and their maintainuuce will not cost a 
very great deal. It is, of coutse, unf.iir to 
saddle the cities with tho cost ofthe sup- 
port of these Chinese lepers. Thoy cannot 
be considered citizens of Ih ilisli Colnmbia 
in any acnae of tlie lerni. If British Col- 
umbiana liail tlieir way tliere woiilcl be no 
Chinese in the province. Aa the Dominion 
Government admits them into the country 
it is only fair that that government should 
take upon itself tlie oaro of those of them 
who ore atllieted with such a loathsome and 
so danserou.s a diteaae as leprosy. 

It ia creditable, liowever, to the humanity 
of the two cities that tliey will not permit 
the miserable creatures to be neglected. 
They are, on Darcey Island, aa comfortable 
a.s their condition will permit. Tliey are 
aheltered from tlie weather; lliey have 
plenty to eat and can do iis mucli or aa little 
work a.s tlioy pletise. We do not think that 
they pine for society. ^Yhon living among 
healthy people tliey are looked UpOU with 
disgust, and studiously shunned. On Dar- 
cey Islmd tliey are company for each 
other, and it 'u not likely tliat one leper ia 
afraid to nasociate with anotlitr leper, or 
that tlicy regard each other with loathing. 
We aro decidedly of opinion that the Dom- 
inion Government should take charge of tlie 
lepers, and that it would be well to keep 
.them where they are. 



RECOyCILED. 



"Chili and the United States have com- 
menced again to exchange complimenta. 
The representative of tlie reorganized re- 
public was, the other day, introduced to 
President Harrison, who made a pretty 
little speech on the occasion, which wlien, 
the new Minister heard, he made his bow— 
■ a most profound one no doubt— and r- tired. 
It is said, too, that Prtsident Moiut has 
said civil tliin^-1 to Mr. Kgan, and has ex- 
pressed Ilia .surprise that anyone should be 
HO uncharitublo and evil-minded as to hint 
that tho American Minister is not friendly 
-to the Oovernment of Chili. Judge Foster 
ia diligently ehquiiing into tho particulars 
of tho attack on the sailors and stokcra of 
tho Baltimore, and lie w ill, at tlie earliest 
possible moment, communicate hia con- 
clusions to tlio Chilian authorities for tho 
information of the (Jovernmont of the 
United States. The relations between the 
two countries aro again on tho most friendly 
footing. There ia no liMiger any talk of 
fitting out v.'ar ships in the United .States 
to make a demonstration against (.'hili, and 
tlia American alarmists liav(' ecused al- 
templiug to scare tlicir timid countrymen 
by showing them that the Chilian navy is 
atrong enough to knock all American avail- 
■able war ships into eternal smash and after- 
•wards make an asli heap of every American 
city on llie raeilic Coast. 

While tlie war fever was on, the British 
camo in for their share of abuse. It waa the 
meddlesome, greedy, graaping BDglish, and 
nob Minister Egan and Admiral Brown, that 
had created ill-feeling in Chili against tho 
ti^nited States. Tho British nitrate ring, 
for some mysterious purposes of its own, 
VTant'ml to act Chili tuid tho United States 
iit logger-heads, and had been nearly suc- 
cessful. Of course no attempt was made to 
show how a (juarrel between the United 
States and (.'hili would benefit the nitrate 
' merchants. Everyone wtia expected to see 
at a glance that tlie I'.riti.-.h in Chili wanted 
more war and fiesli trade disturbance. Weaee 
that tlio same thing is being said by the 
Haino news catorqra, with equally good rea- 
son, of the disturbances in Brazil. They 
have been raised by the British for the ox- 
press purpose of injuring Atnoricun trade 
interojti. If the truth wore known itwould 



Iv! found that llritish interference and Bri- 
tish inllueiiec had no more to do with the 
misinideratiindiiig in Cliili and tliC revolu- 
tion in Bra/.il, than thoy had with tho last 
eclipse of lite moon. 

ILLIBERAL LI HERA L. 

Wo see by a telegram in Sunday's I'ost- 
Intelligeucer tliiVt Mr. Merciir, Premier of 
Quebec province, has mudo a fierce attack 
on the Prc-s. He has instiiieteil the Crown 
proseuntor to enter procoedinga criminal 
libel against the publishcra, editors and 
correspondents of the Toronto Empire, the 
Gazette, Le Monde und La Presso of Mon- 
treal, and the Courier dii Canada of Que- 
bec. It is not often ibat a Liberal Prime 
Minister cmleavora to punisli the iiewa- 
paper.s of liis e(niiiti y for using tlio liljcrty 
of wliieli Liberals are supposed to be the 
cliaiiipiona for furthering what they con- 
si^ler the pulilie good. 

.Mr. Mercier onylit to be resigiUMi 
to be niismuleistnoil aii.l inisi I'lirosmted 
for a while latlier than a|);ir;ir be- 
fore the wnrltl as a persi'ciitor ami 
innzzler of tho Presa. If be ia iniioeent 
of tho chaiges brought against hifh by those 
lu^wspapers, bia inin eenco will soon appear na 
clear iis tlie ami at no iii'laj'. .V c^munission 
baa just cnnoludeil its eMi|iiirios into tlio 
eliargi'3 liroiiglit a;.;iiii.st liioi arulliis politi- 
cal tissoeiatcs. Tiiis coiniiiishiaii is einii- 
posed of jmlgea en.inent for their abil- 
ity, and their integrity ia unimpeachable. 
What moro can a statesman conscious 
of Ilia incorin|itil)ilily desire than that hia 
acta should lie ei i|uired into by able and 
honest men, and what greater revenge on 
his inaligners ami slaiulenrs eniKl he wish 
for than their decision in his favor — a de- 
cision that would put them to shame and 
CDvcr them with confusion ? 

It is not to bo expected that the verdicts 
of ignorant, prejudiced and partisan petit 
juries would be anything like so satisfactory 
to a premier, eotisoions of being in llie 
right, aa the finding of these judges who 
investigated skilfully uud dispas innately 
and decided impartially. Juries, too, are 
very apt to look with indulgence on the 
journalist who, in the interests of the pub- 
lic and of pure government, commils im- 
prudeneea. Ilia zeal for the general good 
will, in their opinion, cover a multitnde of 
iiidibcri tioiis. As long as it ia seen that u 
journalist ia not actuated by peraoual malice 
or ony selfish motive, he can reckon on the 
sympathy of tho jury. So Mr. Mercier, if 
the report of whiit ia attributed to him ia 
true, will not be at all likely to f.ire any 
better in the courts of law than lie will 
before the Koyal Commission. We have 
considered it needlesa to coiiject"re what 
the fate of his lawsuits will be if the de- 
cision of tho judges ia adverse to him and 
the others implicated in the Pccand se uidal.

However, the negotiations be- 
tween Armstrong and the Government 
e.iine to nothing. Then the road fell into 
the hands of what ia culled the 
Cooper .'■yiKlicate, of wliieli Mr. Tlioiii 
was a iirominent member. Now it was that 
Mr. 0. N. Armstrong put in his claim and 
employed Mr. Pacaud as his agent. Arm- 
strong agreed to take, iiominidly, l?17"i,00(), 
but he WHS gcnerinis enough to agree tn give 
liii frioinl .Mr. I'aeand the lion's shiire of the 
pliiiuler. The division was to lie S7),(KK) 
fur Arnistioiig and §100,0011 for I'aeiiuil. 
When this arrangcmuut was mudo I'ueaiid 
lost no time in carrying it into efi'eet. 

An Order in Council was ici|uired to get 
the money, and it is oonteiiileil that this 
Older in ('ouncil was illegally olitaineil, \\. 
any rate, all ilillicultics \vei-e sunn mnted in 
time, and Armstrong, whohi the Govern- 
nieiit, according to Governor Angers, owed 
in tliinu, got the 517.1,000, one hundred 
t liou-aiul of whieb be iinn.ediately liandeil 
over to P.ieaml. Armstrnn^'s share was 
(li\idcd betwcon liim and UoliitaiUo and 
Kiopel, iiienilicrs of the original coiii|Kiiiy, 
anil all the world knows that the bu'k of 
Paeaud'a share went to pay tho debts of hia 
political friends and associates. 



THE <>UEIU::c SCAXDAL. 

As the decision of the Royal Commission 
appointed to cncpure into the Bale dea 
C^halcurs scandal will be soon made public, 
it may not be out ot place to remind our 
readers ol some of the fttols connected with 
that stiange piece of business. 

In 1S7- the Quebec Legislature passed an 
act incor|ioiating the liaie des Cliulcurs 
Railway Company. 'i'hat company pro- 
posed to build a railroad from .Metaiiedia 
on tho Intercolonial, to Paspebiae, und 
ultimately to Gaspe. The distance between 
tho first-named places is 100 miles. Another 
act was piis.?ed granting the company, on 
certain conditions, 10,01)0 acres of land per 
mile, which might Ijo coiiverteil into a cash 
subsidy of .*.'i,'.'0() per mile. Nothing waa 
done under this charter. Nine years after- 
wards another act of incorporation was 
passed and u new charter was given to the 
Kaio des Chaleurs Company. Among the 
directors of this new company were Mr. 
Theodore Robitaille, .yr. Tliomaa Mo- 
Greevy and Mr. Rioixjl. The company wna 
to b uild ISO milea of road for U),00O acres a 
mile Bubaidy. This con-.pany went through 
tho form of iaauing shares, but not a single 
dolhir in cash was paid. Tiie company intended 
to build the roail with the grants olitained 
from the Provincial Legislature and the 
iJoiniiiion Parliuineiit. 'J hey were very 
successful in getting money from lioth these 
bodiea. Before the fall of 1809 Parliament 
had granted no less than $020,000 to aid in 
the constiuction of the iir.-t seventy miles, 
and the Legislature of (.inelne .<.ViO,l)00, for 
tbosMiiie jiurpose ; the province also gianteil 
^•JSO.OOO for eiinslriiotirig the iii;xl thirty 
niilca. So the Company obtained the very 
haudaonio sum of §1,250,000 for building 
one hundred miles of road, or S12,.500 a 
mile. The Company built sixty miles of, 
road und, by a device which is tecbnically j 
calUd " doubling up," rec:eive'l in subsidies 
.JS7-),17o, or SI l.oO:) a mile. 

.Mr. Chillies N. Aiinstrong was the con- j 
li iictor. lie agreed to build und equip 100 
miles of road for i*20,0(X) a mile, 50,400 cash 
and §13,600 in Brat mortgage bonds. Arm- 
strong was, as a contractor, rather weak, 
lie sub let part of the road to McDomilil, 
O'l^irioii it Co. lie managed to pay this 
linn, but got into dilliculties and was un- 
able to pay hia own workmen. MoFarlanc 
then undertook the construction of 
the road and fully constrnoted fifty miles of 
it and partly built twenty more, when 
ho got into dilficultica and tho work caiiio 
to a atamUtill. Arnihtrong then said he 
had claims againat the Company, aiiioniit- 
to ?;!IH,()0(), but a strict enquiry showed 
that tho Company owed him no money at 
all. This ia what Governor Angers B^d in 
his letter, and this appears to have been 
really what was the cose. McParlano had 
a valid claim againat the Company of $175,-. 
000. 

When the work waa hanging fire another 
Armstrong appeared in the business. Mr. 
Heaton Armstrong was an £ngli«h eapital- 
iiit. He oflerod to toko the road ofif tho 
handq of the Company and settle evory- 
ono's claims on what appear to be favorable 
terms. Mr. J. J. Macdonald, lui expo- 



A LAME EXCUSE. 

Some of the American newsp;ipeis ac- 
count for the peculiar course pur.-iiied by 
the civic authorities of Chicago with respect 
to the anarchists by representing that, if 
the anarchiata make themselves uuplcusantly 
prominent now, people will be deterred 
from visiting the Great Exhibition two 
years hence. This ia a very lame excuse 
indeed. Magnifying tho impmtance of the 
few amircliists in Chic igo, who are iibout 
half a one to every thousand of the popula- 
tion, und niuking a fusa about their iiisigni- 
cant gatherings will have a greater ten- 
dency to keep people awuy from tho exhibi- 
tion than anything they aro likely to do. 
By far the wiaeat way to treat the anarch- 
ists is to let them alone. They have aa 
many rights and us much liberty as other 
citizens, and they should be ireatid in pre- 
cisely the same way. The public would not 
dream of interfering with meetings of Free- 
masons or Oddfellows or Kni;,dits of Labor, 
why, tlieii, should they liother their heads 
about the anarchists ? When they violate 
the law it is time enough to send 
the officers of the law to look 
after them. But as long aa they confine 
themselves to holding public meetings and 
to orating the wisest plan for the coiiiiihi- 
tuty antl the most disappointing for the 
notoriety-seeking blatlieiskiles ia not to 
notice them at all. The Oregonian -whether 
intentionally or not — places the ill-timed 
zeal and the misplaced action of the police 
in a very absurd light. It saya : 

" It liclps to comprehend the alF.iir to 
b/ar in niiiiil the fact as .stated that it began 
in a saloon and eniled there. There was a 
hall over this saloon, into which the creuin 
of the violriice-geiierator.s retired ; but here, 
too, there was a bar tli.it jilayed an impor- 
tant part in the scriinmage. 'I'he iiminu- 
nition ai>peara to have consisted of alcohol, 
bottles and glasses. Afcer thiowing tlie al- 
cohol in its various forma into theniHelvcs, 
they turned and threw the botiles and 
glasses at the policemen without much ef- 
fect." 

The city nnthoritics of Chicago cannot, 
wdien they come to refiejt, feel vciy proud 
of having called the police out in force, and 
given a night's work to all the telegraph 
operators of the continent, in ord(-r to nnig- 
nify the importance and to infiate the vanity 
of a lot of beer-gnzzUng foreigners who have 
very little more influence in the Republic 
than so many donkeys.

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STARVING NATIVES. 



Abandoned to Die Miaerably on Deso- 
late Islands by the Cominei- 
cial Uonipauy. 

The Latest Mining News in tlio North 
Laud— luti'Dduciug: the 
Reindeer. 



Tlie Bteanier City of Topeka, Capt. Wal- 
lace, nrrived from Alaska, viii Fort Towd- 
8ond, on Sunday, three clays alioud of hor 
Bchodulo time. Tlio weather was so re- 
markably fine that recor(l l)rcuking wos 
easy. The cartjo was very liglit, ooiisisling 
only of a few biiiidlea of fill s, and no paa- 
sengora were booked for V^icloria, as tickets 
were not sold for this port. 

A number of the prominent Alaskans, 
who were passengers down, aie in town, 
however, coming over from I'oi t Tov.nsiiul 
witli tile steamer. Among tliom Messrs. 
Sylvester, agent of the I'.C. & A.S.S. Co.; 
J. C. CaUirealli, of C.ilbreatli, Crant & 
Cook ; the captain of tliu siizimI sealer now 
at Sitko; and Knowlcs 'I'anmr. Tiio 
Topeka is now lying at Spruit's wliarf, 
where she will have licr inacliiiiery over- 
hauled by the Albion Iron Works Co., and 
will then go into dock, as soon as U.M.S. 
Champion leaves. She expects to resume 
her route on the 29t!i inst. 

From the files of Alaska papers brought 
by the Topeka is made the foUowini; suni- 
marv of Northern news : 

A correspondent on the revenue cutttr 
Bear writes aa follows from Uiialaska to tiie 
Alasikiiu : 

" Tlie revenue steamer I'.cir returned to 
UiialasUa .Si'pteii lier Kiili from lier Arctic 
cruise. Tlie success of llie wlialing licet 
was onlj' inodcralo. . . . Tlic nativia 
of Kings Island were toiiinl in fl, starving; 
condition, and a purse of .^l.iO was made up 
oil the lioar to iinrcliiisc ll-jur for tliuni at 
•St. Micliael'-s. . . . 1'lie ice was so 
heavy tlmt the l!tar did not reach Point 
jjaiiow. . . . Dr. dacUson made a con." 
niencenient in the introduction of the ilo- 
niesticated reindeer of Siberia into A'asUii 
— sniuU bjiids of rvindvor being iefi; 13 an 
experiment on tho isUnda of Unalaska and 
Unimak. In procuring the deer Captain 
Hettly rendered hearty co-operatiou and 
most valu'ible assistan&r. Vr. Jackson also 
procn ed « number of cnrios for themuseiini 
of nutural history at Sitka." 

The people of soutlio istern Alaska, par- 
ticularly the poople of .Juneau, arc arriviiij; 
at the conclinioii that llity liave been 
hoaxed in the m,it t' r of the last .ScliwalUa 
exploration. 'J'licy arc looking for a return 
from their money invested, iiiid so far it ii 
evident that they liavc not gut their money's 
worth, and it is (jiiiie iirobablo that they 
will hope in vain for any bei.ulit to be de- 
rived from the sever d hundred dollars sub- 
scril-'ed and paid into the pockets of the 
condii-.^tor:; of th.ut t\'pi'iliti;in." 

About four ycais u^'o .Janies McCUasky, an 
experienced liiiucr, discovered and located 
an extensive coal mine situate at .Salmon 
Bay or Coal Inlet, near Killisnoo. lie Ins 
over since been working and developing this 
coal incisure, which is of considerable size 
in the surface croppings. He lias run a tun- 
nel over 100 feet on tho eoul and has quite 
a number of tons ready for shipment to u 
convenient market. 

Philip KuahevurofT, who left Sitka in the 
spring on the sealing schooner Allie L Algcr 
as navigator of the vessel, and returned to 
Sitka on the Topeka, tells a pitiful story of 
the dcbtiiutioQ among the natives on Attu 
Island, the most western of the Aleutian 
chain, wliicli was visited by the schooner on 
the way down fi orn I'chriug Sea. The Al- 
aska Commercial t'omjiany having absorbed 
all there was of profit in the fur business, 
closed up its store and has left the uiifortu- 
unto natives to their f.de — starvation and 
death. 

Says the comniandi r of the Algar : 
" There are three native villages on the 
Island of Attu. We were at ("hichagoir, 
the largest of the thiee, which conlain.s 
about lot) inhabitants, all Aleuts. Some 
years ago thi:i was a ;.'re;a pliice for sua 
otters, and the Ahitka ( '0:11 iiiercial com- 
pany established a trading post there and a 
large number of native) were atiruc;ted 
there by the hunting and trading advan- 
tages of the island. J!iit when the otter 
were killed ofl' the company moved its store 
uway, and the natives were left tliere to 
make u living us best they could or starve. 
The island is absolute'y barren, and the 
only things there to sustain the people are 
lish and sen lions. They drink the oil from 
the sea lions, but are at a disadvantage in 
hunting ihcui, from the fact that they have 
no hunting outfits nor boats. Neither 
are there any fur animals from 
which to Eeeuro skins for cloih- 
ing, with the exivption of a 
blue fox. Tliey* in.dio cIoiIhm from any- 
tiling they can get hold of. Somelinic^s 1 hey 
get H(>ii\t'. gnniiys.u.'ks from veisids landing 
there, anil those make the lies! clothes they 
have. 'J'lie degree of wiel cliedness among 
tbeni is beyond eiiHipichi.iisinn. W'l- saw a 
woman who hiid been lying in be 
years iis a result, of a bnjUeu leg. 
was no one to ."el the broken bone, 
largo ulci'r foimed iind [iresenled a 
ing sight. 'I'lu; 1 ndi.ms eamiot g"t 
mid must ill tim il ely peri.Tli on the 
unless the (;o\erniiieiit looks aftei 
wdiich it certainly oii^;lit. It is .seldom that 
vessels stop tliere, and those tliiU do so are 
small. Our crew al.so contributed to a 
purnc, with which we bought some of the 
boat's supplies from the captain to give to 
them. It Bcenis strange that the attention 
of the Government has not boon culled to 
the matter before now and a vnsesl sent to 
remove the poor creatures."

The total 
lig-ht of t'.ie fall moon eaii lie compared 
with the total lig'lit of th.e sun. tlioii.fli 
il is a very diliieult problem, and l!ie re- 
sult \\-\\\ be tliat the sun is as bright as 
Csil.OUO full moons. 

l!v a eoniparisoii of records extendin-f 
over a iiumher of years it lias lu'eii con- 
eliided that llieniooii has an iiilluenee r a 
lowering tho height of the baroinetl-r 
in the months from September to Jab- 
nar:\'atthc time of full moon, and in 
raising- it during the flrst quarter. No 
elFect has been perceived in the other 
months. 

Sux spots are cavities ia the surface 
of the sun filled with gases. They are 
generally distributed in groups, princi- 
pally in two x.ones which covi'r the sur- 
face of the sun lying between ten ile- 
grces and thirty-five deg-rces north and 
south of its equator. Their size varies 
from those just visible with the most 
powerful telescope to those 100,000 miles 
in diameter.
